Over To Federal Court. 

Russell ville, Ky., Sept. 5.- 
Shetiff James S. Taylor, of Logan 
county, charged with violating 
section six of the selective draft 
law in aiding and assisting others 
to evade military service and in 
violation of section three of the 
espionage act in obstructing the 
enlistment and recruiting service 
of the Federal government, was 
given an examining trial yester- 
day and was bound over by 
United States Commissioner G. 
S. Hardy in bonds of $5,000 to 
await the action of the Federal 
grand jury which will meet in 
Bowling Green the second Mon- 
day in December. Bond in the 
required amount was given by 
the defendant. Sheriff Taylor 
was recently removed by Gov.

Secret Passage Found. 

Rome, Sept. 5. -A secret sub- 
terranean passage has been dis- 
cwered between the Hotel Eden 
which, up to Italy's entrance 
into the war was under German 
ownership, arid the villa Roger, 
formerly occupied by Prince von 
Buelow, the former German im- 
perial chancellor. 

It is believed that the passage 
was used to enable certain per- 
sons to visit tbe prince secretly. 
Prince von Buelow was in Rome 
throughout the first stage of the 
war and remained there until 
shortly before Italy's entrance 
into the war as the Kaiser'a 
special emissary. He was en- 
sted with the task of keep- 
If out of the war. 




Perpetual Motion Clock 

Has Ron Since Nov. 1916. 

Stockholm. Sept 5. -It is 
claimed that an approach toward 
the solution of peipetual motion 
has been made by Theodor Dieden 
of Karlsund and that a clock of 
his invention has been running 
continuously without other agen- 
cy than varying atmospheric 
pressures since November 1916. 

His invention consists of a 
chain of communicating boxes 
with elastic sides, containing air 
at a pressure of 757 millimeters 
at a temperature of plus 18 
Celsius. It is asserted that an 
extreme movement of 28 centi- 
meters, nearly ten inches can be 
produced by extremes of atmos- 
pheric pressure, and that this 
movement is communicated to 
the clock's works.

Risk'of Fighting Men 

■ Nat as Great as laagiaed 

Washington. Sept 3. -That 
the risk of the fighting man is 
not nearly so great aa is popular- 
ly imagined ia the belief of Ma- 
rine Corps officials here who 
have compiled statistics covering 
the Allied losses in the war. 

A careful estimate shows that 
only one man in fifteen is killed, 
and ooe out of five hundred loses 
a limb. Recent reports from 
French and British hospitals 
show that about 96 per ceot re- 
cover from wounds, while about 
90 per cent are able to return to 
the firing lines.

All 
oiner crops do well here. We have 
tine cotton here this y«ar and if th,« 
price stays up to 20 or 2i cents, the 
farmers will sure rake in some cash. 
Oklahoma has a fine school system and 
the people take a great dt light in 
school There is a number of college 
anl universit es besides we have six 
State Normal echoola. Instead of the 
one- week county inatitute as the; are 
in Kentucky, we have a ten weeka' 
summer normal for the teachers We 
havs all the way from *M) to H00 
tea -hers in attendance at these sum- 
m r normals, and you teachers of Ken- 
tucky can only imagine what a big 
jolly time we all have here beaidis the 
good we do ourselves. All the Nor- j 
mats are supplied with able instructors, 
■sat all the little towns now hsve a , 
high school. We have good country ( 
schools, also; which pay their teachers 
from 16000 to 1100.00 per month. 

After coming to Oklahoma I taught 
two years as principal of the Jsckson 
school, and attended the Durant sum- 
mer normal and made a flrst-clasi 
tiflcate. After leaving Jackson I 
bare to Jesse, purchased property 
tioght ooe year. I practiced 
during vacations I have an office and 
drugs here. I have not taught for 
two years. Bat will be principal of the 
school here this coming term. My 
assistants are Prof. Leon Storgill. of 
Wolf. Ky.; and Miss Frank ie Shawork. 
of this place. We are to hsve an 
eight months' school. 

We have a beautiful three-room new 
frame boilding which ia well equipped 
with patent desks, cherts, etc I think 
Oklahoma is a fine place for teachers. 
Not enough sickness for doctors. 

We have three grades of certiftca'es 
here for the teachers. A first grade 
is good anywhere in the State for four 
years and subject to renewal for four 
years. It covers twenty-one branches. 
Second grade ia good for two years 
and in the adjoining counties, subject 
to renewal two more years 

Third grade, good for one year and 
renewal one year, only good in the 
county issuing same. 

Wsges are good at all works; every- 
thing haa the war price here.
